The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Ilarketing  Service 
of  the  United  States.  Departnent  of  Agriculture,     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  putlic  needs  aiid  denands  for  sunnary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   tnere  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,   commercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators,  and  coiuity, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  siiowing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  "been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  co'unty  over  an  extended  "oeriod  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  tnat  some  organizatioiis  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Forman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  Torojects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Official 
project  565-72-3-'36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  25  and  27» 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  who 
collect  data  on  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.  With- 
out these  data  by  to^vnshios  aiid  coiuities  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete,

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lO^A  AGRICULTLTEAL  STATISTICS  -  CLAY  COUFTY 

Cla^  County  was  established  in  1851  and  named  in  honor  of  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Fenry  Clay,  Jr.  ,  who  was  killed  in  the  Mexican  War. 

The  first  white  settlers  of  record  were  Christian  Kirchner  and  ^drew  S. 
Mead,  with  their  families,  and  John  J,  Sicknell,     They  took  claims  in  the  south- 
west corner  of  the  county  on  the  Little  Sioujc  Hiver  in  July,  1856.     Later  in 
the  year  other  families  joined  them  and  a  town  was  laid  out  on  the  river  hluff 
and  named  Peterson,     This  town  later  became  the  first  coujaty-seat.     The  settle- 
ment did  not  prosper,  Lo'-'fcVuir,  chiefly  because  of  the  Indian  depredations  by 
Inkpadutah' s  band  of  renegade  Sioux  in  1857,  the  same  year  the  Spirit  Lake  mas-^ 
sacre  was  perpetrated.    After  the  Indians  had  been  subdued,  other  settlers  came 
and  the  county  was  officially  organized  in  1853.     In  1859  George  E.  Spencer  of 
Jasper  County  made  a  claim  on  the  west  side  of  the  Little  Sioux  River  near  the 
geographical  center  of  the  county,     lir.  Spencer  laid  out  a  town  there  and  gave 
it  his  own  name.     Later  he  became  a  distinguished  officer  in  the  Civil  War, 
settling  in  Alabama  after  peace  was  established  and  became  a  United  States  Sena- 
tor,    In  1869  the  town  of  Spencer  was  established  on  the  east  side  of  the  river 
and  became  the  county-seat.     The  !"ilwaukee  and  St,  Paul  Railroad  was  built 
through  the  county  and  passed  through  Spencer, 

Crooked  land  speculators  and  dishonest  county  officers  prevented  permanent 
settlement  to  a  marked  degree.     Eventually  enough  upright  men  entered  the  county 
and  stopped  this  kind  of  exploitationo     The  indebtedness  that  was  fastened  on 
the  co'onty  by  the  operations  of  these  officers  was  repudiated  and  the  men 
thrown  out  of  office.  1/ 

On  July  4,  1931,  Spencer  was  tne  scene  of  a  $2,000,000  fire  caused  by 
carelessly  handled  fireworks.     This  holocaust  was  tne  direct  cause  of  the  Iowa 
Fireworks  Law.  2/ 

Area 

Clay  County  is  approximately  24  miles  square  and  contains    563  square 
miles  3/,  or  360,320  acres.     Of  this  number,  345,095  acres  are  listed  as  farm 
lands.     4/    There  are  16  townships  in  the  county  and  it  ranks  thirty-ninth  in 
point  of  size  in  the  State,     The  Lladison  said.  };arion  counties  have  the  same  areas. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Clay  Co' nty  are  grouped  into  three  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namelj',  drift,   terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom-land.  The 
drift  soils  cover  73.4  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Carrington

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loams — 52  percent,  Webster  silty  clay  loam — 20.2  percent,  and  Shelby  fine  sandy 
loam — 1.2  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  9.4  percent  of  the  county  and  are 
divided  into  O'Neill  loams — 8.7  percent,  Fargo  silty  clay  loam — 0.6  percent,  and 
Waukesha  silt  loam — 0,1  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  17.2 
percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Lamoure  silty  clay  loam — 11,9  per- 
cent, Wabash  loams — 4„0  percent,  muck  and  peat — 1.0  percent, ^and  Lamoure  loam — 
0,3  percent.     bj  ^ 

Topography 

The  surface  of  Clay  County  is,  for  the  most  nart,  level  to  gently  undulat- 
ing, although  somewhat  hilly  and  rough  areas  occur  in  the  lake  region  in  the 
eastern  part.     Broad  bottom-lands  and  level  terraces  border  the  large  streams. 
The  valley  slopes  are  gradual  and  moderate  ezcept  along  the  lower  reaches  of 
Elk  Creek  and  the  Little  Sioux  Hiver  where  the  grades  are  more  pronounced,  tend- 
ing toward  a  rather  strongly  rolling  topography. 

The  upper  valleys  of  the  Ocheyedan  and  Little  Sioux  Rivers  lie  about  75 
feet  below  the  general  level  of  the  plainst  v/ith  the  lower  channels  reaching  a 
depth  of  125  to  175  feet.     Most  of  the  small  tributaries  have  cut  deeioly  into 
the  surface  forming  steep  slopes  which  have  resulted  in  considerable  erosion. 

In  the  northeastern  part,  the  land  is  very  level  and  a  condition  of  poor 
drainage  exists,     Numerous  sloughs  and  small  lakes  are  found  here.     However,  as 
a  whole,  the  drainage  is  well  established  with  tne  Little  Sioux  Hiver  and  its 
tributaries,  the  Ocheyedan  River j  Elk  Creek,  Stony  Creek  and  Willow  Creek,  ex- 
tending over  most  of  the  county.  6_/ 

Climate 

The  ten  year  average  temperature  (1930-1939)  of  Clay  County  was  45.4  de- 
grees 2.1 1  35  year  average  (1895-1930)  precipitation  was  26.55  inches,  and 
the  growing  season  between  the  average  killing  frosts  dates  of  May  11  and  Octo- 
ber 1,  was  143  days  for  22  years  (1908-1930).  8/ 

Populations 

The  populations  growtn  was  slow  until  the  advent  of  the  railroads  and  the 
election  of  reputable  county  officers,,     It  has  a  density  of  29  persons  per 
square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  44.     The  following  table 
shows  the  number  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  ten  year  intervals:

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In  1930,   the  foreign  "born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign,  born  or 
mixed  "oarentage  totaled  5,441,  or  33,7  percent  of  the  total  population.     Of  this 
number  those  of  German  descent  led  with  2,050,   the  Banes  had  1,008,  and  the 
Swedes  had  714o     Other  nationalities  had  small  representations.  13/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1^37,  there  were  seven  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — four  elevators,  one  livestock  enterprise,  one  petroleum  plant  and  ono 
creanery . 

As  a  whole  they  had  936  members,  of  which  775  were  active;  and  3,050  persons 
did  business  with  the  seven  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  business 
volume  of  $743,789  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  $255,587  worth  of 
busine  ss . 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  mav  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for  dis- 
tribution to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market  farm 
commodities  for  their  members  and  patronst  14/ 

Fruit 

The  big  year  for  apples  in  Clay  County  was  1909,  when  24,172  trees  and 
25,198  bushels  were  recorded.     There  were  6,635  trees  and  3,775  bushels  in  1934e 
The  largest  number  of  plum  trees,  8.536,  was  recorded  in  1909,  but  the  largest 
production,  499  bushels,  was  in  1894,     G-rapes  had  a  record  listing  of  819  vines 
and  4,048  pconds  in  1934^     Peaches  and  cherries  have  never  been  of  any  conse- 
quence. 15/

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Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'   statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follov^s: 
(l)  all  corn,   (2)   corn  husked  for  grain.   (3)   corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)   corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.     A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked,,     In  getting  county  totals  of  production, 
the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  "by  the  yield  (derived  "by  divid- 
ing total  bushels  com  husked  "by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  suranations  of 
individrB.l  farm  p.voductions  shc^m.  as  _huBkecl,     This  assumes  that  acreage  not 
husked  would  have  Droduced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  19,34  and  19o6,  "both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  "by  the  state  assessors'  office  "because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  '^hich  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield.  This 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townshiios.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,   a.e  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acreage 
husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by  township 
^"'ith  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiple  it  by  the  acreage  shown  to  get 
total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary  table 
figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on 
that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the 
acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  to'"'nship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields,  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  21  and  com- 
parison with  these  figures  ^ill  -nrovide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
adjusted  state  farm  assessors'  figires.
